Statement of services for which the decoration has been, 
awarded 

On the 14th May, 1979, Shri Ranjiv Singh Dalai, Senior 
Superintendent of Police, received information that o(ic 
SuraJ Bhan alias Sundn who was wanted in several heinous 
cases of robbery and dacoity had escaped after firing at and 
seriously injuring one Sadhu of Dadri with the intention of 
killing him because of previous enmity. After alerting 
Bhlwani District Police Shri Dalai, armed with his service 
revolver, and accompanied by Shri Minter Singh, Constable 
(Driver) and Shri Bal Klshore, Head Constable left for 
Dadri in his police car. At about 5A5 P.M. when he 
reached Dadri Bus Stand, he stopped to check some persons 
who were sitting there. He saw a youngman sitting under 
a “pipal” tree who, on aeeinjj Shri Dalai, turned his face 
towards the other side. Shri Dalai got suspicious and cm 

S uited about the name and residence of the youngman. But 
le youngman, who was, later on, identified as notorious 
Sunda, took out a country-niade pistol and fired at Shri 
Dalai at almost point blank range injuring him groviously. 
Though he was bleeding profusely Shii Dalai took out his 
revolver, but Sunda caught hold of his hand in which he 
was holding the revolver./ Shri Mipter Singh, Constable and 
Shri Bal Kishore, Head Constable, who had by then come 
near Shri Dalai tried to overpower Sunda and grappled with 
him. Sunda left Shri Dalai's hand and aimed his country- 
made pistol at Head Constable Bal Kishore and was about 
to fire at him when Shri Dalai Fired four shots one after 
another at the accused to save his companions and himself 
Sunda fell down and died shortly afterwards on the spot. 
Even though Shri Dalai had lost lot of blood, he remained 
in full control of the situation and made mran^ments for 
guarding the scene of the crime till the arrival of the police 
when he was taken to the hopsital. 

In this encounter Shri Ranjiv Singh Dalai exhibited con¬ 
spicuous gallantry, initiative, presence of mind and devotion 
to duty of a very high order. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of 
the rules governing the award of the Presidents Police Medal 
and consequently carries with it the special allowance ad¬ 
missible under rule 5, with effect from the 14th May, 1979.

At about 5.45 p.m. when they 
reached Dadri Bus Stand and stopped to check some pcr> 
sons who were sitting there, Shri Dalai saw a youngman 


sitting under a “pipal" tree who on seeing Shri Dalai turned 
his face towards the other side. Shri Dalai got suspicious 
and enquired about the name and residence of the young¬ 
man. But the youngman, who was, later on, identified as 
notorious Sunda, took out a country-made pistol and fired 
at Shri Dalai injuring him greviously. Though he was 
bleeding profusely, Shri Dalai took out his revolver, but 
Sunda caught hold of his hand in which he was holding the 
revolver. Shri Minter Singh, Constable and Shri Bal 
Kishore, Head Constable, who had by then come near Shri 
Dalai tried to overpower Sunda and grappled with him at 
the risk to their lives. Sunda left Shri Dalai's hand hhd 
aimed his country-made pistol at Head Constable Bal 
Kishore and was obout^to fire at him when Shri Dalai fired 
four shots one after another at the accused to save his com¬ 
panions and himself and kUled Sunda on the spot. 

In this action S/Shri Bal Kishore and Minter Singh exhi¬ 
bited exceptional courage and devotion to duty of a very 
high order.
